=e foremost authorities on iron and | Parthenon, 
Production in Europe as well as “Desert De 


Poorly-Clad Gypsy Band Had Narrow 
scape from Burial in Summit 
Snows.

TRUCKEE, Dec. 9.—{Exclusive. Dis- 
patch.} News has just been received 
here that the ‘Tragedy of the Sier- 
ras,’ as the attempt to cross the Sum- 
mit .by the jiil-fated Donner party in 
the fall of 1846 is called, came almost 
being duplicated on a smaller scale a 
few days ago. 

A band of gypsies, with a number 
of horses and wagons, passed through 
Truckee on their way to Sacramento 
Saturday. By the time they reached 
the head of Donner Lake, the snow- 
storm which had been brewing broke 
around them in all its fury. They 
struggled in the face the. storm for 
hours. When half way up the steep 
mountain they were on the point of 
turning back to Truckee; but the snow 
had piled too deep behind them, so 
they struggled onward, and eventu- 
ally got to the summit, where they 
found shelter. 

They suffered severely from cold, 
especially the women children. 
All were poorly clad for ordinary 
weather, iet alone the cold blast of a 
winter sterm on the summit of the 
Sierra. 

Rarely does any one attempt to drive 
over the summit during the winter 
season, but these gypsies did not real- 
ize their peril, although repeatedly 
warned.
